WHEREAS, the said disease was transmitted through animal contact 
out recent reports confirmed that it was through buman-to-human 
transmission; 

WHEREAS, the World Health Organization (WHO) declared on January 
31, 2020 a "Public Health Emergency" considering that there is a global 
outbreak of Novel Corona Virus-Acute Respiratory Disease (COV1D-19) due 
to confirmed reports on its transmission to other countries; 

WHEREAS, as the Philippines recorded Its first case of local 
coronavlrus disease 2019 (COV1D-19) transmission, the Department of the 
Interior and Local Government (DILG) ordered the local government units 
to activate their Local COVID-19 Task Forces (LCTF); 

WHEREAS, m view of keeping Tangub City safe from the emerging 
illness that may result to a health disaster among the constituents, the 
creation of a Task Force Is deemed necessary and urgent; 

WHEREAS, Presidential Proclamation No. 922 dated March urges all 
citizens, residents, tourists and establishment owners to act within the 
bounds of law and to comply with the lawful directives and advisories to be 
issued by appropriate government agencies to prevent further transmission 
of COVID-19 and ensure the safety and well-being of alt; 

WHEREAS, considering the alarming rate at which C0VKM9 cases 
have been reported at various places In the country, Immediate action is 
necessary to prevent and/or contain the spread of this disease to Tangub 

City;

3. DUTIES AND FUNCTIONS. The COVID-t9 City Task Force 
he following duties and functions; 

Craft and formulate precautionary measures and 
contingency plans to address public Issues and concerns 
when the NCoV enters the City; 

Establish a system to identify, screen and assist Filipirvos 
suspected or confirmed to be Infected with emerging or re- 
emerging infectious diseases (EID) or (ERE1D); 


Prevent and/or minimize the entry of suspected or 
confirmed patients with EID/EREID into the City. This 
includes rigid screening and Identification of EID/ERE1D 
suspects, and the Institutionalization of surveillonce, alert 
and quarantine system In oil ports of entry; 


Prevent and/or minimize the spread of E1D/EREID in the 
City through the establishment and reinforcement of a 
system In screening possible patients, contact tracing, 
identification of the mode of exposure to the virus and 
Implementation of effective quarantine and proper Isolation 
procedures; 

Prevent and/or minimize mortality through effective clinical 
‘ management, by capacitating healthcare facilities both 
government and private, healthcare workers, and public 
safety enforcers; 


Educate the public on EID/EREID and Its prevention 
control, and management to promote positive health 
behaviors, and address public fear and anxiety through the 
conduct of a city-wide EID/EREID awareness campaign; 


Adopt measures to strengthen the EREID Program of the 
POH or City Health Unit; 

Notify the DOH of EID/EREID cases In the province and its 
' assessment of the situation; 


nhiiization of barangay volunteers such as Bungay

ealth and Emergency Response Team (BHERT) to 
erform the following: 

Monitor and record returning residents and 
transient with travels from countries positive 
for COVID-19. and similar strains;

••I. Facilitate the mandatory accomplishment of 
the * passenger declaration and health 
declaration card” by those entering the City via 
domestic and international flights or vessels;

10* Perform such other functions and activities as may 
ho necessary to catty out the provisions of this Order, or 
as the LCE may direct. 

SECTION 4. MEETINGS. The COVID-19 City Task Force shall meet 
regularly on a date and time determined by its members. If. for any 
unavoidable circumstances, a member cannot attend a meeting, ne/she may 
send an official representative who can speak for his office or sector. 

SECTION 5. COVID PROTECTION STATIONS. 

a. For thirty (30) days starting March 16, 2020, a COVIO Protection 
Station (CPS) shall be established In a key area along each of the 
following areas: 


• Sumirap Highway Boundary 

• Sta. Maria Highway Boundary; and 

• Tho “Y" Junction connecting Belvedere and Gala, Ozamtz City; 

b. The City Engineering Office shall install Information billboards m the 
Immediate vicinity of each CPS, visible to the passing motorists and 
passengers, apprising them of the signs and symptoms of the disease, 
as well as the standard procedures for the management and/or 
containment thereof. 


c. The Oty shall provide a designated vehicle for the transportation of 
Patients under investigation. 


d The Barangays where the CPS are established or installed shall provide 
the necessary assistance In the form of personnel or provisions to the 
CPS Team. 


ccmON 6. COVID PROTECTION STATION TEAM. Each CPS Shall be 

minned by a team of representatives from the Oty Health Office (CHO), the 
PhilloDlne National Police (PNP), the Keeper for Peace and Rescue Team 
TkpaRT) and the City Disaster Risk Reduction and Management Office 
IrnoRMOl duly designated by their respective heads, and any available 
per^nnel from the Department of Health (DOH). 

Pursuant to the police power of the Local Government as provided under the 
Local Government Code of 1991, which necessarily Includes the obligation to 
take measures to protect the well-being of Its constituents, the CPS Team Is 
tasked to conduct routine and/or random standard health inspections, on all 
oassing motorists ond passengers, and, if necessary, to strictly implement 
\na conduct the necessary protocol for Patients under Investigation to 
otf Actively provent/contaln tho spread of COVIO-19 to the City. The CPS 





Team is expressly authorized to use necessary commensurate means to 
enforce compliance upon all affected individuals. 

The CHO shall provide all CPS learns and related P«on^ ' 

Protective Equipment (PPE) and an updated list of a u ‘ effective 
restrictions and confirmed COVID-19 cases, for the safe and « 
execution of thl* directive. 

SECTION 7. PATIENTS UNDER INVESTIGATION. A PU1 travel 

has o travel history in the past 14 days to areas wi j decrees 
restrictions or confirmed COV1D-19 coses, exhibiting fevci'Of ' has 
Celsius or higher and/or cough and other respiratory symptoms. sna f o 
a history of exposure.

Trtlirtv Jaoi days Starting March 16. 2020, any and all passengers 
?;™un Q from outside Tangub City disembarking at. or availing of the 
SS and stores within the City Bus Terminal, shall be subjected to 
^ and/or random health inspections by City Health Office personnel 
ro rr. olher (July designated personnel, and, If necessary, shall undergo the 
ornfocoi for Patients under Investigation to effectively prevent/contaln the 
spread of COVID* 19 to the City. 


SECTION 9. CLOSURE OF PORTS. For a duration of thirty (30) days 
starting March 14. 2020, all ports and/or entry points by way of sea. and all 
shorelines within the territorial Jurisdiction of Tangub City, except the 
Sllanga Port, shall Immediately be closed to all vessels travelling from other 
territories. The Barangays shall be responsible for ensuring compliance with 
this directive, under pain of administrative sanctions. For effective

Provided, that should these institutions insist on conducting said activities, 
they should secure clearance from the City Health Office, provided further 
that this shall not affect establishments providing basic commodities suen as 
food, water, transportation, agricultural supplies, and medicine. 

All establishments are hereby mandated to provide disinfectants to clients 
and patrons for thirty (30) days starting March 16, 2020. 

SECTION 11. SUSPENSION OF CLASSES. All educational Institutions 
fhfr'ide the territorial Jurisdiction of the City are ordered to suspend classes 
for a duration of 15 days effective March 16, 2020, which may be extended 
as the COV1D-19 situation necessitates. Educational institutions, however, 
are encouraged to available distance learning, e-leamlng, and other 
alternative learning activities In lieu of regulor classes during this penod to 
enable students to complete the required practicum/On-the-Job Training 
hours and other requirements. 

SECTION 12. PROVISION OF VITAMINS AND DISINFECTANTS. The 

City Health Office (CHO) shall provide all City officials, employees, and 
personnel with vitamins to boost their overall health and disease resistance, 
as the prevailing situation necessitates. The CHO shall likewise provide all 
offices with disinfectants to minimize person-to-person exposure and 
transmission of the disease. 

SECTION 13. COVlO-19 HOTLINE The City shall open a COVID-19 
Hotline which shall be available for Inquiry or reporting twenty-four (24) 
hours o day. The number of the hotline shall be Immediately disseminated to 
all barangays, and national and local offices as soon as it becomes available.

^ E . C y° N ls * QUARANTINE. Pursuant to Resolution No 11, Scries of 2020 
aaiea March 12, 2020, of the Inter-Agency Task Force for the Management 
or Emerging Infectious Disease, quarantine shall be imposed, if applicable, 
under the following guidelines: 

a. Barangay-wide Quarantine - when there are at least two (2) 
positive COVID-19 cases belonging to different households In the 
same ba ran gay; or 

b. Clty»Wlde Quarantine -when there are at least two positive COVID- 
19 cases belonging to different barangays In the City 

SECTION 16. FUNDING. The Budget needed to defray expenses in the 
Implementation of the program shall be taken from the 70% Preparedness 
Component of the 5% Disaster Risk Reduction and Management Fund, 
subject to the usual accounting and auditing rules, regulations and 
procedures. 

SECTION 17. REPEALING CLAUSE. All orders and issuances Inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Order are hereby repealed or modified 
accordingly. 

SECTION 18. SEPARABILITY CLAUSE. In the event that any section, 

paragraph, sentence, clause or word of this Order is declared invalid for any 
reason, other provisions thereof shall not be affected thereby 

SECTION 19- EFFECTIVITY. This order shall be take effect Immediately.
